Board of Director# of the Association voted at their 
regular meeting thi# week to make the first payment to growers 
on 1937 crop deliveries of regular limas on the basis of 83.50 per 
cwt. on 85% of gross weight or field run, 
Thi# is a liberal first 
payment in compsriscn with the present market price, and the 
Association is borrowing the money it witl require this ssason at 
an unusually low rate of interest. 
In view of the fact that two of the largest dealers in lima 
beans died during th# past year and their officee have been clos­ 
ed; and with the remaining bean dealers seeming to be very in­ 
active, it would teem to be important and desirable that growers 
not now members should promptly place their membership with 
the association. 
Usually, the association closet its pool to mem­ 
bership for the season on October 1st, but to afford an additional 
number of growers a further opportunity, tho directors voted to 
hold membership in the 1937 crop pool open until November first. 
Growers should give this immediate consideration and take prompt 
action. 


The association also desires to warn growers against the 
practice of lending their beans to dealers or giving dealers pos­ 
session of their beans without receiving full current market price 
since such plans would give speculative dealers a chance to bear 
tha market with the growers’ own bosn#.

INVESTMENT IN TREES 


Until recently. America looked on its tim­ 
ber resources as it did on its mineral de­ 
ports—RS veins to be exploited until they 
were exhausted. Now the nation is beginning 
to see that they should be treated as crops. 
with the future’s yield taken into account. 
The current issue of Forestry News Digest 
ells of a sustained-yield plan that the l l S. 
Forest Sendee has w orked out for a 130.000- 
acre stand of hardwood timber in lippier 
Michigan. This timber is now being cut at 
the rate of 14 to 20 million board feet a year. 
It will be all gone in about 20 years. 
The Forest Sendee’s plan calls for a sy s­ 
tem of cutting under which only about 56 
per cent of the merchantable timber on each 
acre would be removed. This would reduce 
the annual yield—but reforestation would 
make the yield permanent. That part of 
Michigan would always have a timber crop, 
Just as Iowa always has a com crop. 
Such plans are not hard to work out. It 
should not be hard to get industry to accept 
them. And how infinitely superior such a 
scheme is to the old cut-’em-down-and-move- 
on program! 


FINE EXAMPLE 


Sixty-seven employes of the city street de­ 
partment. park department and city garage 
have set a fine community spirit example 
that could be followed by almost every’ work­ 
er in Santa Ana. 
These 67 employes each contributed an 
averag"day’s pray to the Community Chest. 
In all they turned into the coffers of the 
Chest $334.92. 
This art was voluntary on the part of the 
city workers and came about following a 
meeting of the men in which an intelligent 
discussion of the Community Chest and its 
needs was held. 
If every’ worker in Santa Ana would con­ 
tribute an average day’s pray to the Com­ 
munity Chest the drive would end in short 
order and the fund w’ould be over-subscribed. 
Maybe its too late to do it this year as 
many already have made their contributions. 
However, there are hundreds who thus far 
have not subscribed. 
We will have another Chest drive next 
.war. Why not make plans today for next 
year and decide to give one day's play. 
It's a fine idea and the city workers who 
conceived and carried out the plan are to be 
commended.

MOBILIZING AGAINST ACCIDENTS 


Ten thousand men and w omen will mo­ 
bilize for war on accidents at the twenty- 
sixth National Safety Congress and Exposi­ 
tion which will be held from October l l to 
15 in Kansas City. 
Accidents—which killed 311,000 Ameri­ 
cans and injured ten million in 1936—will be 
elven microscopic study. More than 400 
speakers will discuss accident prevention in 
the home, on the farm, on streets and high­ 
ways, in industry, in schools, in the air and 
at sea The meeting will attract accident 
prevention experts and students from every 
comer of the United States and a number of 
foreign countries. 
The work that is done at this congress 
can he of immense potential value, if the 
public wiU co-operate. But the best plan in 
the v orlc can do little if the attitude of 
public indolence toward the hazards that 
menace life and property continues. The fin­ 
est accident prevention program ever de­ 
vised is relatively useless without enthusias­ 
tic public co-operation and support. The most 
complete survey* of the cause of accidents 
are valueless if no attention is paid to them. 
Final public benefit will rest with the public 
—John Jones life can’t be saved if John 
Jones is too lazy’ to help. 
Accident prevention is an individual prob­ 
lem. It is up to each of us to take the simple 
steps that suffice to prevent the bulk of 
accidents, minor and major, within the home, 
in business, on the highways or elsewhere. 
Passing the buck doesn’t work. 
This coming Safety Congress wiU be the 
largest and most important ever held. Ex­ 
perts and humanitarians will do everything 
in their power in the interest of saving us 
from death and injury, but the final answer 
mu* he made by the people.
